AFFECTIONATE LEAVE-TAKING 


AT LINCOLN FRIDAY NIGHT. 


SPEECHES ALONG THE ROAD. 


An Effective Talk at Kansas City- 


to Railroad Employes and Oth- 
er Workingmen. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 12.—The silver 
clubs of this city, headed by a brass band, 
escorted William Jennings Bryan to the de- 
pot Friday evening, where a large crowd 
had gathered to say good-bye to the nomi- 
nee of three parties. Mr. Bryan started on 
his campaigning trip through the South and 
East at 9:15, taking the Missouri Pacific 
train for Kansas City. There were demon- 
strations along the route, among which 
were those at Nebraska City and at Union. 
Mrs. Bryan will not accompany her husband 
through the South, but is expected to join 
the party later. 


There were short stops made at Elmwood, 
Wabash, Weeping Water, Nehawka and 
Union, where crowds varying in size from 
100 to 800, shook hands with Mr. Bryan. In 
Nebraska City, Mr. Bryan was given an 
ovation by 1,000 people and made a short 
speech, asking his hearers to study the na- 

onal question and ‘vote as they thought 
best. “‘Nebraska City,’’ he said, ‘is in the 
heart of one of the richest agricultural 
countries in the world. The people of the 
city deal with the farmers and the farm- 
ers suffer under the gold standard because 
under it prices fall, and whatever is good 

is good fér the people of 
y. Anything that hurts the 
hurts the people of Nebraska 


‘ Mr. Bryan, when he reached his car before 
leaving Lincoln, was called upon to make a 
speech. In response, he said: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen: I do not know 
whether I will return to Nebraska again 
until just before the election or not, but I 
g0 away from Nebraska feeling that it is 
not necessary for me to stay here. I want 
to say to you, my friends, that from the 
reports which I have been receiving I do 
not believe that there is a single county in 
this State that the Republicans are sure of 
carrying this fall. And more than that, 
every day finds our cause stronger through- 
out the Union than it was the day befcre. 
Every day finds persons who are declaring 
for free silver, and I think that I am safe 
in saying that you will not find among all 
your acquaintances a man who one month 
ago was in favor of free silver at 16 t® 1 
and able to give a reason for it, who has 
changed his mind. We can shew you men 
who were in favor of free coinaze a month 
ago, but who have to keep quiet about it to- 
day because of some influence. And vou 
cannot find any men who were for free 
coinage who are thinking themselves into 
the gold standard idea.

BOLD ATTEMPT 
10 ASSASSIANTE 


A. J. DEARBORN OF EANSAS CITY 
BEATEN AND STABBED. 


PRESIDENT OF THE A. P. AL 


Attacked From Ambush, the Object 
Being Political Murder, as No 
Valuables*Were Taken. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 12.—A. J, 
Dearborn, State President of the A. P. A., 
was found lying in the street near his home 
at 5 o’clock this morning, unconscious, from 
wounds inflicted by an as yet unknown as- 
sailant. Besides being badly battered about 
the head, Dearborn had suffered three stab 
wounds. 

At 9 o’clock Dearborn regained conscious- 
ness long enough to relate the manner of 
the attack. It apears that he was assaulted 
at 11 o’clock last night as he was returning 
home alone by a man who jumped out from 
a dark alley and struck him in the fore. 
head with a blunt instrument, 

The blow sent him to the ground, when 
the assailant, drawing a dagger, stabbed 
the prostrate*man three times in the region 
of the heart. Then, believing him to be 
dead, Dearborn was thrown over the fence 
into an adjacent yard. ’ 

He soon lost consciousness and was not 
discovered till early this morning, after hav- 
ing lain in the ‘wet grass for six hours, 

An examination of his wounds showed 
that the dagger stabs were not serious, but 
that the blow on the head might result in . 
concussion of the brain and prove fatal. 

Soon after relating the facts as given, 
Dearborn lapsed into unconsciousness with- 
out having given a description of his aesail- 
ant. The police profess to believe that the

Bryan, whose head was never found. 

When it was proven that Bessie Little was 
last seen on the night of Thursday, Aug. 27, 
riding with her lover, Albert Frantz, the lat- 
ter said she had shot herself while they 
were in the buggy together. There were 
defensive theories about lovers to 
die together and that Frantz did not carry 
out his part of the contract, but every day 
evidence is accumulating to show that 
Frantz deliberately drove the girl out to an 
obscure place along the Stillwater River, 
shot her and threw her body from the bridge 
into the river. ‘ 

The next night Frantz’s barn burned, de- 
stroying his blood-stained buggy and other 
traces. His family testifi that when 
Frantz returned home on the nigh b 
murder he was greatly excited and fell In a 


swoon. On being revived he told them his 
tra 


story about Bessie shooting herself 

they wore out riding, and that tn his wg 
he threw the body over the bridge into 
river and hastened home. He has stuck 
to this story to the officers since his arrest, 
but in doing so he has made many admis- 
sions that convict him.

Republicans Were More Than Willing 
to Join Hands but the Popu- 
lists Were Called Off.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 12.—The Re- 
publicans and Populists were getting along 
swimmingly with their fusion scheme in 
Texas until Chairman Marion Butler of the 
Populist party decided to take a hand. When 
he did so he took a strong hand and the 
combination vanished into thin air. Sena- 
tor Butler could not be seen, but his asso- 


ciatés confirmed the report that he had 
wired to the chairman of the Texas State 
Populist Committee. that fusion would not 
be tolerated. The Senator is also quoted as 
saying: that fusion between the Populists 
@nd Republicans on the electoral ticket 
would not be effected in any State, and that 
such a ecurse. would be suicidal for the 
Populist State organization attempting it. 


DALLAS, Tex., Sept. 12.—The Texas Pop- 
ulist Executive Committee was in session 
yesterday waiting for final action by the 
Republicans.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 12,.—Mr. Bryan 
began his work early this morning.

It is putting the 
eart before the horse. hat use is there 
for mills unless people can buy what mills 
ob pgs a and how can you start them as 
ong as those who produce the wealth of 
this country, particularly the farmer, are 
not able to get enough out of what they 
raise to =f their taxes and interest? (Ap- 

lause.) There is no more effective way of 
estroying the markets for what the mills, 
produce than to lower prices upon the 
products the farmer has raised so that they 
will not bring him enough to pay him for 
raising them.

A big tally~ho coach drawn by four horses 
was in waiting for Bryan and ‘the mem- 
bers of the Reception Committee at the 
Coates House, Kansas City, this morning, 
and boarding this the candidate was con- 
veyed to Eleventh street and Grand avenue, 
where he was scheduled for a speech.

Bryan stated it very welk when said at 
Chicago, ‘““You may destroy your cities and 
agriculture will live, but if you destroy 
agriculture grass will grow in your streets.” 
The prosperity of agriculture lies at the 
base of all prosperity. But the benefits of 
free coinage will not come to workingmen 
alone as a secondary result of agricultural 
prosperity, but will flow out as directly to 
them as to the farmers. 

. Free silver coinage will add enormously 
to the money supply—to’the volume of our 
currency; and it will be a kind of money 
that cannot be cornered and hoarded by a 
few. As the supply of money increases its 
purchasing power decreases. As the vol- 
ume of money increases the value of the 
products of labor also increases. is is 
true of manufactured articles as well as ag- 
ricultural products. That the purchasing 
power or exchangeable value of money is 
influenced by its volume is affrmed by ail 
economists and denied by none; and that 
the market price or money value of the 
products of labor is influenced by the vol- 
ume of the currency is also universally ad- 
mitted. If money is scarce and hard to get 
the demand for it will exceed the supply. 
Its value, therefore, will increase, and as it 
increases the owner of it can exact more 
and more of the products of labor in ex- 
change. But if money is abundant and cir- 
culates freely the supply will more nearly 
accord with the demand, and its power to 
extort from those who have-only tthe com- 
modities of labor to exchange for it will be 
lessened. 


When money is scarce and high it is a 
greedy master; when it is sufficiently 
abundant to meet the legitimate demands of 
the people and of business it is a useful 
servant and becomes a blessing. An aug- 
menting volume of currency increases the 
money value of labor productions, and this 
is just as srue of manufactured articles as 
of the encts of the farm. Now, does any 
one believe that if the business of a manu, 
facturer is largely increased and the value 
of his products also increased that the 
Saag of the men who create those pro- 

ucts will decrease or even remain sta- 
tionary? Does any one believe tha* as the 
product of labor goes up labor itself will 
go down? The mere statement of such a 
proposition proves its absurdity. If the 
business of a railroad, as a common car- 
rier, is increased, and the profits of the in- 
vestment are thereby also increased does 
any one suppose that more men will not 
be employed by whe company, or that wages 
will not be advanced? During the last few 
years many factories have closed their doors 
or decreased their output, and such rail- 
roads as have escaped receivers have been 
fortunate., All this resulted, as every one 
knows, in discharging many men from em- 
ployment and in scaling down the wages of 
others. Were not the unfortunate sufferers 
told that this action on the part of their 
employers was necessary on account of the 
depressed condition of business? If, then, 
business is revived by better times will not 
the force of employes be increased, and will 
not wages be restored? The inadequate 
money supply is always followed by a fall- 
ing off in business and a check to enter- 
prise. When money is abundant business is 
always brisk and new industries and enter- 


prises are projected, and this makes nationel |

To save te 
foolish workingmen from their own fo ly 
all the great banks, trusts and syndicates 
of this country are contributing ao — 
stinted liberality from their hard earnings. 
Aye, the torturing pain of this overmaster- 
ing solicitude has, like an epidemic, oie 
tended from Wall street across the Atlantic 
and infected the Rothschilds and ee 
great philanthropists in London, Paris an 
Berlin. They, too, have hastened to the 
rescue. Together they’ have contributed 
a fund of millions to be used in protecting 
the wage-earners of the United States from 
self-destruction at the November election. 

My countrymen, seriously, how can any 
intelligent man be deceived by this base 
hypocricy? The memories of workingmen 
must be very short, and their power of in- 
terpreting motive yery deficient if they can 

bamboozlei by these transparent pre- 
tenses of unselfish solicitude for their wel- 
fare. It should require no exhaustive ef- 
fort for workingmen to recall the bitter 
struggles labor has had in recent years to 
resist the hand of oppression and live. And 
because these hard taskmasters, whose 
lash the laborer has felt, come now with 
soft hands and speech and pretense of ten- 
der interest in them, are they to take a 
sponge and wipe out all the memories of 
the past? 


COERCION. 


If any key is needed to unlock the way 
to motive or to interpret the spirit of this 
sudden solicitude, ask why it is that where 
importunity fails, coercion begins. Not long 
since I read an editorial in the Boston 
Herald stating that it had been discovered 
on inquiry that the employes of the manu- 
facturing establishments in the great manu- 
facturing city of Fall River were almost 
unanimously fur frge silver. The editor 
expressed amazement at the discovery, and 
proceeded in his editorial to convince the 
workmen of their error. A few days after- 
ward I saw a dispatch in another gold 
Standard Boston paper, sent from Fall Riv- 
er, saying that the proprietors of the differ- 
ent manufacturing establishments were or- 
ganizing their employes into ‘McKinley 
battalions.” It was stated that there was 
considerable feeling among the employes 
on the subject, but that they were “‘yielding 
to reason,’ and joining the “battalions.” 
The dispatch warned the Republicans, how- 
ever, that while the men were signing the 
McKinley roster, there was danger of them 
voting the Bryan ticket. 

Within a week an employe of a Missouri 
railroad handed me seven different docu- 
ments in favor of ‘“‘sound money,” sent to 
him by the high officials of his company. 
All these documents are printed at the ex- 
pense of the company for distribution among 
its employes. From one of them I quote the 
following: 

It would be hardly possible to devise a scheme 
more directly calculated to injure railway prop- 
erty and the interests of its employes than thi 
free silver madness. Every railway employe whet 
votes for the proposition will, practically, vote 
for a reduction of his own wages or for turning 
himself out of work. 

In another of these documents I find the 
following: 

At every shop and avery division int on every 
railway in the country, there MUST be a Railway 
Men's Sound Money Club. 

Another of these documents is a blank 
— for Membership.”’ It is as fol- 
ows: ' 

I, the undersigned, ,a 
the Railway, hereby make application for 
membershipin 2 Railway Men’s Sound Money Club 
of , and dv hereby pledge myself to use my 
vote and influence for the defeat of the free 
coinage of silver at the forthcoming national 
election, believing that such free coinage of sil- 
ver would be injurious to my personal interests 
as an earner of wages, as well as disastrous to 
the United States as a nation. 

(Signed); — . 

Address: 

The gentlemen who received these docu- 
ments said that similar papers were being 
sent to all employes of every grade, and he 
said that all of them -very well under- 
stood what it meant... He expressed the opin- 
fon that most of thé men would join the 
clubs in order to retain their places, but he 
declared that there are many free coinage 
men among them who will vote their senti- 
ments at the polls. This much I know, that 
a few weeks ago free silver railroad men 
were numerous and outspoken, while now 
they are very reserved and cautious. 

A few days since the officials of another 
railroad in this State, having headquarters 
at Kansas City, were suddenly seized with 
a devouring desire to meet their employes 
and tell them face to face how profoundly 
anxious they are about their welfare; and 
so they set apart a day as a holiday, sent 
an “‘invitation’’ to their men to meet them 
at a public park in Kansas City and also 
sent them free transportation to travel on. 
Naturally a large number deemed it pru- 
dent to obey this very suggestive “‘invita- 
tion.”” On assembling they were first ad- 
dressed in favor of “‘sound money” by the 
general solicitor of the road. That tender- 
hearted gentleman is now the assistant Re- 
publican candidate for Governor of Mis- 
souril. After he explainéd how the working- 
man is all unconsciously blessed by the god 
of gold, the audience was then taken in 
hand by another high official of the road, 
who, I believe, resides within the holy pre- 
cincts of Boston. .This gentleman had a 
magic lantern with which he made pictures 
on a wall—pictures of human misery and 
depravity. He warned his auditors that 
they would become as one of these if they 
voted for free silver and had their wages 
reduced in consequence. They call this edu.

Do these railroad employes remember the 
fight they have made in this State for a fel.

ures of legislation? Who has opposed them? 
Who has corrupted Legislatures to prevent 
their enactment? Who, indeed, but the very 
men who to-day would convince their em- 
ployes that they are their guardian angels, 
or, failing in that, would compel them by 
a threat to sacrifice their opinions and their 
manhood. 

‘LABORERS FOR SILVER. 


If the laboring men of this country are 
sincere, they are for free silver -coinage. 
Nearly_every importagt labor organization 
in the United States has so declared, Reso. 
lutions adopted by these organizations de- 
manding the enactment of free coinage 
laws have been presented to Congress time 
and again. Now that the issue has been 
made I will ask you laboring men, what are 
you going to do? Are you going to desert 
the cause you asked your countrymen to 
espouse and run from the field at the very 
opening of the battle? Aye, more, can it be 
ogee that you will not only refuse to 

ght with us, but will turn and fight against 
us? I cannot believe it. I do not believe 
that the workingmen of this country can 
be driven like cattle before those who would 
use them for their own purposes. 

Why do not the labor organizations re- 
sent interference with their members in 
the free exercise of the right of suffrage? 
These organizations declare war when their 
members are wronged in matters of em- 
ployment or contract. But are matters of 
this kind more important than those which 
affect the liberty of the citizen? These 
labor organizations invited this struggle for 
financial freedom arid reform. They have 
been pressing it forward for years.

The State Committee of the People’s party 
went into session at the St. James Hotel 
Saturday to consider a most important ques- 
tion in connection with the Missouri cam- 
paign. The committee was summoned by 
Chairman A. Rozelle to discuss the advisa- 
bility of fusing with the Democrats on the 
electoral ticket in order to unify the silver 
vote of the State.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 11.—Via Sofia, 
Bulgaria, Sept. 12.—A feeling of the greatest 
anxiety prevails in all circlés here. There is 
no doubt that a crisis of extreme gravity 
has be@n reached, and that the Powers are 
discussing the deposition of the Sultan—that 
being, apparently, the only means of restor- 
ing-quiet and confidence within the Turkish 
Empire. A British fleet of about fifteen 
warships is off the Island of Thasos, and 


within sasy striking distance, should an| 


emergency arise, and it is believed that 
Great Britain will not hesitate to act alone 
in the matter of putting an end to the 
present disgraceful staté of affairs if the 
other Powers delay action too long. 

As almost generally expected, the ex- 
traordinary tribunal which has been trying 
the men accused of massacring Armenians 
in the streets of this city and its suburbs, 
has turned out to be nothing more than a 
whitewashing court, The men who were ar- 
rested for brutally killing two Armenians 
before the guard-house of the British Em- 
bassy, and in full view of several British of- 
ficials, have been acquitted. As there was 
no possible doubt of their gullt, their ac- 
quittal is regarded here as showing that it 
is useless to expect that Mussulmans are to 
be punished for crimes committed against 
Armenians. This has aroused the greatest 
indignation among the fore'ghers here, and 
has served to greatly increase the feeling of 
uneasiness which prevails on all sides. 

The Europeans feel that the action of the 
extraordinary tribunal in acquitting the 
murderers whose guilt was so fully proven 
shows that the peaceable residents of Con- 
Stantinople are absolutely without any 
guarantee that their lives or property are 
safe, and that they must henceforth depend 
almost entirely upon the warships of the 
Powers for protection. Such a condition, it 
is admitted, cannot last for any length of 
time, as business is at a standstill to all in- 
tents and purpose, and the impoverished 
condition of the Turkish treasury is adding 
daily to the discontent prevailing not only in 
the army and nayy, but in Turkish official 
circles generally.

They Will Send Two Delegates to the 
American Labor Congress. 


EDINBURGH, sSépt. 12—The British 
Trades Union Congress has decided to send 
two delegates to the”“American Labor Con- 
gress, and it was also resolved that the 
British Trades Union Congress meet at Bir- 
mingham in 1897. A resolution was adopted 
that, in the opinion of the congress, the

COAL MINE INSPECTION. 


An Illinois Law About to Be Tested in 
Court. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Sept. 12.—The Thiriy- 
ninth General Assembly enacted a law re- 
quiring all coal mines to be examined and 
inspected by regular coa] mine inspectors, 
The bill provides that the cost of inspection 
shall be borne by the mine having the in- 
spection made, which fees accrue to the 
State Treasury. The law was a coal miners’ 
law, and intended to benefit them. 

George A. Schilling, Secretary of the State 
Board of Labor Statistics, acting for the 
Board, has brought suit against the Chi- 
cago, Wilmington & Vermillion Coal Com- 
pany of Will County for refusing to pay a 
fee of $108 for inspection of that coal mine, 
and for violation of the law regarding the 
same, The company admits service in the 
matter, but holds the law to be unconstitu- 
tional and fights the case in order to test its 
legality. 


EX-SENATOR PAYNE’S ESTATE. 


It Is Gilt-Edged Property, Worth 
About $3,000,000. 


CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 12.—It is under- 
stood that ex-Senator Henry B. Payne died 
intestate. All his property will be divided 
between the two surviving children, Col. 
Oliver H. Payne of New York and Mrs. 
Charles W. Bingham of Cleveland, and the 
heirs of the late Mrs. Wm. C, Whitney of 
New York. The approximate value of the 
estate, which consists mostly of gilt-edged 
bank stocks, real estate and mining proper- 
ty, is about $3,000,000. This sum is much 
smaller than the late Senator was generally 
credited with possessing, but it is said that 
Mr. Payne had practically withdrawn from 
his once vast business interests several 

ears ago and stopped trying to accumu- 
ate wealth.

GERMANY PROTECTS HIM. 


Said Khalid, the Usurper, Remains 
Safe at the Consulate. 


ZANZIBAR, Sept. 12.—The belief is prev- 
alent here that Germany does not intend 
to acquiesce in the action taken by the 
British Government through Rear Admiral 


Henry Rawson in appointing Hamoud Bin 
Said Sultan of Zanzibar. Said Khalid, the

GREAT BRITAIN’S WRATH. 


Mr. Asquith and Mr. Gladstone De- 
nounce the Sultan. 


LONDON, Sept. 12.—Mr. Henry Asquith, 
formerly Secretary of State for the Home 


Department, has addressed the following 
message to the Chronicle: 

“I shall shortly address my constituents, 
when I shall express my views at length, 
but I am in entire accord with the convic- 
tion that the time has come when Great 
Britain should refuse to hold further terms 
with a Government which has become a 
mtere instrument for executing the purposes 
of a will either criminal or insane, The 
European Powers, by whose favor the §Sul- 
tan holds his throne, cannot condone his 
past crimes or ignore future dangers with- 
out sharing the guilt of the one and becom- 
ing directly responsible for the other, I 
hope we shall witness such a manifestation 
of opinion here as will save Great Britain 
from any such complicity and will give 
strength and authority to decided action on 
the part of our Government.”’ 

The Chronicle in an editorial applauds 
Mr. Asquith’s strong message as in every 
way worthy a responsible statesman. 

Mr. Gladstone in a letter on the same sub- 
ject declares: 

“The use which the six Powers have made 
of remonstrances in the past year has not 
been a mere failure or a mockery, but a 
great instrument of mischief, because it 
was implied that such a matter can be dis- 
posed of by discussion, and has thereby 
supplied wholesale and deliberate murder 
with the only assistance it wanted, namely, 
fthe assurance of impunity. In my judg- 
ment, even silence would be preferable to 
suéh discussion.” 

The Daily News (Liberal), commenting 
editorially upon Mr. Gladstone's letter, 
says: “The first necessity of Buropean 
peace is the deposition of the Sultan.” 

The Chronicle and the Daily News and 
other newspapers publish columns of ac- 
counts of meetings, rotests of public 
bodies, churches and of influential men, and 
also an appeal from Frances Willard to the 

' Women’s Christian Temperance 
Unions of the United States and Canada to 
raise their voices against the massacres. of 
the Armenians. 

A dispatch from Constantinople to the 
Daily News says: 

An official communication to the news- 
papers has caused a sensation.

This is the first time that an 
official communication has mentioned the 
massacres and pillage.

TANK AND DIED. 


HORRIBLE DEATH OF KASPARO 
SOKOLIC AT THE GAS WORKS. 


WAS SMOTHERED IN SLIME. 


Tumbled Into the Tank Through the 
Roof and Was Unable to Get Out 
or Make Himself Heard. 


“a horrible death was that of Kasparo 
Gokolic,- night watchman for the Laclede 
aslight Co. 
yoo a gaping wound in the back of his 
head, forty feet below the surface of the 
earth, he waded around in the islime in the 
bottom of a gas tank for two hours, unable 


to make himsel heard, and then placed his 
coat under his head and lay down to die. 
His right arm was thrown across his face, 


as if in sleep, but the froth on his lips told

of the horrible agony he had endured before 
death came to his relief. 

Sokolic was about 40 years of age. He 
left his wife and four children in Austria 
four years ago and came to the United 
States. He settled in Chicago, 9 he 

btained employment as a gas worker. 

2 Last June he came to 8t. Louis and ob- 
tained employment with the Laclede Gas 
Licht Co. at Fourteenth and Gratiot streets, 
and went to board at 10389 Julia street. 

One of the company’s immense tanks at 
Fifteenth and Gratiot streets collapsed 
@uring the ‘tornado of May 27, and to this 
fact, Tndfrentiy is due Sokolic’s death. , 
Ten days ago his right hand was accident- 
ally mashed and the company, instead of 
laying him off, gave him a temporary place 
as night watchman at the big tank, which 
is undergoing repairs. 

The debris was finaly cleaned from the 
tank Friday afternoon and Sokolic’s hand 
had s«o far recovered that he expected to 
return to work regularly Monday morning. 

Four large apertures, several feet square, 
had been cut in the top of the tank to ad- 
mit light for the benefit of the laborers who 
were at work at the bottom, forty feet be- 


ow. ; 
” oe into one of these holes that Soko- 
ce fell. 

About 4 o’clock Saturday morning he went 
to the engine house to get a drink of water. 
That was the last time he was seen alive. 

The morning was damp and foggy, and 
the urc light on the corner and the small 

on Singleton street, immediately 
og gleamed ominously through the 
st. 

They alone witnessed the fall of the un- 
fortunate man to his death. 

As he walked across the concave top of 
the tank the tbin sheet iron crackled and 
dent under his weight. 

On he walked, unmindful of his impending 
fate, and a moment later he plunged through 
the opening into the yawning depths below. 

Nothing is known positively of his ac- 
tions, but from appearances it would seem 
that he struck on jis shoulders and the 
back of his head. Blood was running from 
@ deep wound on the left side, but there 
Was no other sign of his impact with the 
Btony bottom of the tank. 

Fresh mud covered both of his shoes and 
the appearance of the rest of his clothing 
and the distortion of the face are silent wit- 
nesses of his despairing struggle against 
death in that noisome place and the terri- 

le agony in which he died. 

On his arm, when he left the engine- 
house, he carried a sack coat and a light 
Overcoat and both of these were found un- 
der his head. The appearance of the body 
when discovered ‘would seem to indicate 
that after wading around in the mud for an 
indefinite time, writhing with pain and 
vainly wang tote yg | to make his cries for 
assistance heard, he gave up the struggle 
and lay down to die. 

Shortly before 7 o’clock as two of the em- 

loyes were going to work they crossed 
he top of the tank and paused at the hole 
into which Sokolic had fallen. 

They had been accustomed to meetin 
him at the same eee every morning, an 
when they missed him Saturday morning, 
they commenced an investigation. His body 
was found at: the bettom of the tank, and 
an hour later it was drawn out with a 
ro Ke — on oe eee.

MORE COURTS NEEDED. 


Illinois Lawyers Interested in Rear- 
ranging the Judicial Districts.

St. Louis Banks Bid High for Its Use 
This Year. 


The city received some good bids from the 
banks Friday for the use of the city’s de- 
posits, Four bids were higher than the 
highest bid last year. None had less than 3 
per cent except the National Bank of Com- 

which had 2 per cent, 

The vide were to have been opened at 3 
o’clock in the Mayor's office by the Mayor, 
the Comptroller and the Treasurer, but a 
hitch occurred over the reception of,the 
bid of the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. Mr. 
Breckenridge Jones, who represented the 
company, thought he was entitled to bid, 
as did the Mayor and the City Counselor, 
until ‘the late decisions were more carefully 
gone over. After these had been carefully 
reviewed the Mayor handed Mr. Jones back 
his bid, saying that he was sorry he had 
by mistake given the impression that it 
would be accepted. 

Mr. Jones took it in good part and after 
the other bids had been opened and read 
out he was glad his bid had been refused, 
because the rate he had bid would have 
given him a deposit he would not have 
cared to take. 

The prices obtained were the best the city 
has received for some years. 

The highest bidder was the Merchants’- 
Laclede National Bank, which bid 4.11 per 
cent. The Commercial bid 4.10 per cent; 
Boatmen’s, 4 per cent; American Exchange, 
3.97 per cent; Continental National, 3.71; 
Chemical National, 3.52%, and the National 
Bank of Commerce, 2 per cent. 

Each bank gets a deposit of not more 
than $600,000, the current accounts being 
drawn from the bank paying the lowest 
rate. The highest interest paid for the year 
ending Oct. 1, 1896, was 3.65 per cent.

COFFEE GROWING IN MEXICO. 


A Report Made by Consul-General 
Crittenden to the State De- 
partment. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—Ex-Governor 
Thomag T. Crittenden, Consul General to 
Mexico, has sent to the State Department a 
full report on the coffee industry in that 
country. It gives figures which have been 
compiled with great care to show the meth- 
ods and cost of going into the business of 
coffee growing there. 

A plantation ‘will pay from 100 to 200 per 
cent in many cages on the capital invested. 
Bach tree yields annually from 8 to 10 
pounds, and the value of the plantations 
is calculated at the rate of $1 per tree, a 
single acre of land producing as many as 
800 trees. 

While Mr. Crittenden says that he never 
saw coffee growing till he was sent to 
Mexico in 1893, he says that he has taken 
great pains to be accurate in his state- 
ments as to the cost of growing, the value 
and character of the different varieties and 
the portions of the country to which each 
igs adapted. All these are fully set forth in 
his report. At the close, he states: “Asa 
rule, I would not recommend anybody to 
undertake coffee raising in Mexico without 
sufficient capital to pay for 250 acres of 
land, cash in hand, and havg at least $5,000 
in Mexican currency to meet the first year’s 
expenses.” 

Elsewhere the report shows that the cost 
of land is about $30 an acre, making a capi- 
tal of $7,500 for land, and $12,500 in all, the 
amount desirable to start in the business.

Major Rainwater referred to ‘“‘Doc” Praul, 
one of his traveling men, as his authority 
for the statement that Mr. Boogher had 
threatened to kill him. Mr. Praul would not 
quote a specific instance where Mr. Boogher 
had made the threat, but said that he was 
in the habit of doing so every afternoon 
after 3 o'clock. 

Mr. Boogher laughs at the statement that 
he made threats against Maj. Rainwater. 
““He’s a dead one, anyhow,” said Mr. 
Boogher. “I’m after the money he got 
out of me. I couldn’t kill him with any- 
ye | but a swivel gun, because I never 
discharged a weapon in my life.’ 

The troubles between Maj. Rainwater and 
Mr. Boogher date back to 1893, when the 
latter invested $50,000 in stock of the Rain- 
water-Bradford Hat Co. The Silva defal- 
cation and the entanglement of the firm’s 
affairs followed. Mr. Boogher sued Maj. 
Rainwater for $50,000, claiming he had been 
sold the stock under false pretenses. He 
got a verdict last May and has since been 
industriously tying up everything that Maj.
